BRIDGEPORT RIFLE 
MAN SETS RECORD 


■ 
— 
Captain Henry B. Maddux, whose 
home is in Bridgeport and who is 
well known in this city, has for the 
past two weeks been attending the 
national rifle matches at Camp Perry. 
Ohio, and mas one of th e main parti­ 
cipants in several events. 
Captain 
Maddux was one of twenty high-point 
rifle men in the United States to b? 
| selected for a team to represent this 
country in matches against foreign 
countries, he being the only one from 
Texas. 
Following is an exerpt from the 
Associated Press dispatch account of 
the matches in which Maddux took 
part: "The International W imbleton 
' match was started prom ptly at seven- 
thirty a. rn. and closed at five-fifteen 
p. rn. 
There was quite a surprise 
along the firing line, as several phe­ 
nomenal scores were piled up. and 
especially by the w inner who hap­ 
pened to be Captain Henry Maddux 
of the Texas National Guard. 
Mr. 
Maddux went on the line of the first 
relay and made the perfect score 
one hundred out 
of one. hundred 
This is the only score of a possible 
twenty shots at the thousand yard 
range in an international match. The 
record also included nine V’s, which 
are c e n t e r hits. 
This match was on- 
where any rifle and any sight were 
allowed and the w inner used only a 
service rifle, service sights and serv­ 
ice ammunition, which is another 
rem arkable part of the record. There 
were other perfect scores made with 
telescopic sight, but not with as manx 
| center hits as made by Maddux.’’ 
For the winning of tlx* W imbleton 
match Captain Maddux received the 
J Wimbleton tr o p h y , which is competed 
for each year. 
This trophy was pre­ 
sented by Princess Mary of England 
I a t Wimbleton, England, in 1906, for 
the best rifle man at on* thousand 
yards. 
It is a very beautiful' loving 
cup, weighing about sixty pounds. 
Captain Maddux will have his name 
engraved on the trophy.

Young men and wo­ 
men today do not want, to start where 
their fathers and mothers began, to 
marry in poverty, far*' the world to- 
toget h e r and w rest not only a liveli­ 
hood but a comp*Hence out of life. j 
They want luxuries such as others 
enjoy, they w ant modern homes wit ti 
at! conv* niences, fine clothing, and 
the most expensive of foods. 
They 
want, above all, an inordinate degree 
of 
entertainment 
and 
social 
life, 
something that their parents could 
not have and could not afford when j 
they were young. 
This has ref* rence of course to 
young people in the mass. 
Fortun­ 
ately there are many excellent ex­ 
ceptions to the rule. 
For the most 
part, however, * conomic conditions 
and a failure to realize that they can- 


This is an age of specialists. 
The 
services of the man wno knows one 
subject thoroughly, whether it be 
medicine, agriculture, engineering or 
what not, are in greater demand than j 
are the services of those people who 
have scattered their efforts in learn- j 
ing som ething of many things w ith -1 
out getting a thorough knowledge of 
any one subjecct. 
To a certain extent the farmer! 
should specialize. 
He should special­

s i f i e d sufficiently to insure himself 
against d i s a s t e r in case of a market 
slump in his major ccrop, but at the 
same time he has confined his oner- 1 
cies to a sufficiently small number of I 
crops to become adept in their pro- j 
duction and marketing. 
The farmer 
who tries to grow a little of every­ 
thing for the m a r k e t does not often j 
become proficient in the production 
and marketing of any one crop. 
There is probably a larger number 
of farmers who are falling to make 
good because of one-crop farming 
than there are farmers who have car­ 
ried diversification too far.

In regard to the stock law of Wise 
county, including hogs, sheep and 
goats: 
There has been considerable 
complaint made of late regarding 
stock, hogs, sheep and goats running 
at large in W ise county, and it is 
being construed by some in certain 
parts of the county that there is no 
such law prohibiting hogs, sheep and 
goats running at large. 
This is a mistaken idea, and you 
are reminded that an election was 
held in Wise county on March 23rd, 
1918 to determine whether or not 
horses, mules, cattle, jacKS, and jen­ 
nets should be permitted to run at 
large; and 
at the same time an 
election to determine whether or not 
hogs sheep and goats should be per­ 
mitted to run at large. 
Both of the 
questions carried by a large maiorjty 
prohibiting either horses, mules, cat­ 
tle, jacks, jennets, hogs, sheep and 
goats from running at large, and the 
records are clear. 
The proclamation 
by the county judge was published 
in the Wise County Messenger declar­ 
ing the result of the election and 
stating that on and after thirty day* 
from date of publication it would be 
unlawful for any horses, cattle, jacks. 
jennets, hogs, sheep ,;nd goats to run 
at large.
